its management and the prevalence of 
so-called boss influence. "’ 


Business And Bosses. 

Senator Owen maintained that ‘‘the 
great evil from which the American 
people have suffered in recent years 
has been the secret but well-known 
allianoe between commercial interests 
and machine politics, by which com- 
mercial interests have endeavored 
and often suoneeded, in obtaining 
legislation giving, them special ad- 
vantages in nation, States and mu- 
nicipalities, and obtained administra- 
tive and judicial immunity so that 
the lawa have not been properly en- 
forced against tnem. 

“I have no desire, he continued, 
‘*to soek port lann advantage by point- 
ing out the wenkne mes of government 
under present methode. It will re- 
quire the most vigorous efforts of 
the honest men of both parties to re- 
store the Government to a condition 
of integrity where high purposes, 
honor and the »ommon good exoln- 
sively shall rule.“

The Source of Christ's Power.—Vs. 
22, 23. What was the effect upon the 
multitude of the multiplication of the 
loaves and fishes? “The feeding of 
the five thousand was the quietest and 
least imposing of Christ's miracles. It 
is safe to say that only a few of the 
people were aware of what was being 
done until it was over.“ David James 
Burrell, D. D., LL. D. 

The Imperiled Disciples and Christ's 
Good Cheer.— Va. 24-27. Why did 
Christ, if hia disciples were to de in 
so great danger, thrust them forth 
into it without himself? The danger 
was not apparent at first. “It was an 
easy crossing, and it was quite calm, 
and it was not far; they could see the 
other side. He separated himself 
from them with a purpose. He had 
many a lesson for them to learn. The 
night became unruly, and no small 
tempest lay upon them; their bearings 
were lost, and neither sail nor oar 
could serve them. Their thoughts 
must have pressed all and only in one 
direction—to the mountain-tep where 
Jesus was!”—Rev. Armstrong Black. 

When did Jesus come to them in 
their distress? “In the fourth watch 
of the night,” between three and six 
o’clock in the morning. 

Why did Christ come to them walk- 
ing on the waves? He must go to 
them in that way, or not at all. Be- 
sides, he doubtless had a desire to lift 
the disciples’ thought of him to a high- 
er plane, and prepare them for the 
full recognition of his divinity. The 
miracle of the feeding of the multi- 
tude had been a picturé of the last 
supper, a prophecy of his death; and 
this miracle is a prophecy of his 
resurrectlon.“— Rev. David Smith. 

How did the apparition affect the 
disciples? They cried out in great 
terror, thinking it a ghost. “All at 
once, in the track that lay behind 
them, a figure appeared. As it passed 
onward over the water, seemingly up- 
borne by the waves as they rose, not 
disappearing as they fell, but carried 
on as they rolled, the silvery moon 
laid upon the trembling waters the 
shadows of that form as it moved, 
long and dark, on their track. St. 
John uses an expression which shows 
us, in the pale light, those in the 
boat intently, fixedly, fearfully, gazing 
at the apparition as it moved still 
closer and closer.“ —Edersheim. 

Why did Christ (Mark) make as if 
going straight by the disciples? “He 
would wish his disciples to recognize 
him. He would wish them to under- 
stand distinctly what he was doing, 
and what he had done, and what it 
was in his power to do. He would 
wish to pass onward by their side, 
and in their view, till it should be the 
very best moment to turn and give 
them relfef.”—Morison. 

How did Christ reassure them when 
they cried out in fear? It must have 
been with a radiant smile that he 
said, “Be of good cheers; it is I; be 
not afraid.” 

The Half-Hearted Disciple and 
Christ's Rebuke.—Vs. 28-33. What dis- 
ciple was first to answer Christ? 
Characteristically, Peter. And “the 
combination of doubt (if it be thou’) 
with presumption (‘bid me come on 
the water’) is peculiarly characteris- 
tic ot Peter."—Edersheim. 

What should this experience have 
done for Peter? “It should have made 
bim more cautious afterward in bis 
avowals, his too self-confident boast- 
ings, of what he would do and dure 
tor his master.“ —John Foster. 

How did Christ rebuke Peter as he 
saved him? It was a gentle rebuke, 
“O thou of little faith, wherefore didst 
thou doubt?” 

What was the effect of this miracle 
upon the disciples? They were 
amazed beyond measure, not only at 
the walking on the water, but at the 
immediate cessation of the storm as 
soon as they had taken Jesus on 
board. . 

Human Misery and Christ's Healing. 
Vo. 34-36. Where did the boat land? 
With what seemed miraculous sudden- 
ness (John) the disciples made the 
rest of their journey across to the 
northwestern side of the lake, and 
came into the land of Gennesaret, 

What happened immediately on 
Christ’s arrival? “See how Jesus 
Christ goes to work again.“ Joseph 
Parker. He was at once recognized 
as the marvelous healer, and the 
whole region was aroused to bring 
their sick within reach of his wonder- 
ful powers. 


How did they expect the cures to 
be wrought? They were satisfied if 
they could get close enough in the 
crowd..merely to touch his garment.

Mid-Ocean, May 29.—As I look abroad 
and see water, water everywhere, 
without a speck of land in sight, and 
as I reflect that we are passing over 
varying depths, some of which are as 
great as five miles, I am reminded of 
the promise in the Lord's Word that 
Altimately the whole earth, the world 
of mankind, shall have such an abun- 
dant knowledge of the Creator and the 
Redeemer, as to be fitly illustrated by 
the depths of the sea. I have there- 
fore chosen as my text the words, 
“The earth shall be full of the knowl- 
edge of the Lord as the waters cover 
the sen.“ I remember also the very 
similar promise by the Lord through 
the Prophet (Habakkuk li, 14), “For 
the earth shall be filled with the knowl- 
edge of the glory of the Lord, as the 
waters cover the sea.“ I am reminded 
also of the Prophet’s declaration that 
the time will come when “Every knee 
shall bow, and every tongue shall con- 
fess” (Isaiah glv, 23). And again “That 
at the name of Jesus every knee shall 
bow. of things in heaven. and things 
in earth, and things under the earth; 
And that every tongue shall confess 
that Jesus Christ is Lord, to the glory 
of God the father.” And I am also 
reminded that in that day, “They shall 
teach no more every man his neighbor, 
and every man his brother, saying. 
Know the Lord, for they shall all know 
me, from the least of them unto the 
greatest of them, saith the Lord” 
(Jeremiah xxxi, 34). The question 
properly arises, To what extent shall 
we consider these statements literally 
true? What kind of fulfillment should 
we expect them to have? 

If we look out upon the heathen 
world, however sympathetic we may 
be in respect to foreigu missionary 
work, doing all in our power to make 
known to the heathen the grace of 
God, and the great Redeemer, we are 
nevertheless compelled to admit that 
there is absolutely no hope of our ever 
causing every knee to bow, and every 
tongue to confess Christ in heathen 
lands, even a8 we have long ago given 
up hope of accomplishing such work 
in civilized lands. The work is tov 
great for us, and the errors of heathen- 
dom are too deeply seated to be quick- 
ly eradicated. Government statistics 
show us thit there are twice as many 
heathen today as there were a century 
ago. If, therefore, any of us had been 
flattering ourselves respecting our abil- 
ity to accomplish the conversion of the 
world, it is time for us to acknowledge 
our error and to look to the Lord, real- 
izing that in him alone is the world's 
hope. Doubtless this is just the les- 
son that the Lord wishes us to learn. 
He does not wish us to give up our ef- 
forts to “Do good unto all men as we 
have opportunity, especially the house- 
hold of faith.” for our own blessing is 
associated with such activity on bebalf 
of others. But God does wish us tu 
realize that of ourselves we are unable 
to cope with the situation. He wishes 
us to realize that only through the es- 
tablishment of the Kingdom of God's 
dear Sou can the glorious blessings of 
the Millennium ever be hoped for. 
Alas! We must admit, and should fee} 
deeply humble by the admission, that 
even in civilized lands, the number of 
footstep followers of the Lamb of God 
ig very few. The number who. are 
“walking. nut after the flesh, but utter 
the Spirit“ in civilized lands, u very 
few. in comparison with the population 
as u whole. We are not in this setting 
ourselves as judges of the hearts of 
our fellow-creatures—temarkably few 
make any pretention to walking in the 
“narrow way.“ which alone now leads 
to life everlasting (Matthew YIL 14).

True Light Now Shining. 

But now, thank God, “The night is 
fcr spent, und tue day is at hand“ 
(Romans Kill. 12). “Now is our salva-

The evidence that 
we are in the morning of the new dis- 
pensation multiplies. on every band! 
We are evidently in the period which 
the Bible declares as “The day of 
God's preparation.” God is preparing 
to usher lu che long-promised period 
of blessing and refreshment. which be 
has foretold through all the holy 
prophets. The wonderful inventions of 
our day along the lines of chemistry. 
steam and electricity are fulfilments 
of the wonderful “Day of Christ,” 
which is nearing, God's people bave 
failed of great blessings in not soaner 
Noticing this fact. We stood. as it 
were, with our backs toward the East. 
looking for the sun to rise in the West; 
We were looking to our own efforts to 
convert the world. rather than looking 
to the Lord from whom alone must 
come the help.

Knowledge a Necessity. 

But admitting the promise of the 
Scriptures that the knowledge of the 
Lord shall be worldwide and ocean 
deep—that every creature shall be 
brought to au accurate knowledge of 
the truth, in due time (1 Timothy i, 
4-6), wherefor is the necessity for this? 
Is knowledge renlly Indispensable to 
salvation? Is it not written In the 
Scriptures of the Apostles Veter and 
John, that “The people perceived that 
they were ignorant und unlearned 
men?” If their ignorance und lack of 
learning did not hinder them from bav- 
ing God's favor, and obtaining salva- 
tion through Christ, and even obtain- 
ing Apostleship, why sbould so much 
stress be luid upon knowledge?

Annapolis, Guvernor Crothers com- 
menoed to deal out the offices at his

Owing to the large number of offices 
whioh the Governor of this State has 
to fill, which number was largel: 
creaned by the new ones crea 
the last Legislature, the office has the 
power of making any man who holds 
it a force in the politica of the State 
One of hie firat appointments after 
the adjournment of the legislature 
was the placing of Johnie“ George 
in the anug office of Automobile Com- 
missioner.

Membership Increased Much Faster Than 
Population. ` 


Much greater than thè rate of in- 


orvase in the population of the prinoi- |. 


pal oities between 1900 and 1906 was 
their gain in the number of religious 
organizations and commonicanta, ac- 
cording to Part 1 of the special report 
on the Census of Religious Bodies for 
1906, now in press. It ig stated that, 
for the area outside these cities, the 
rate of increase in the number of or- 
ganizations was spproximately the 
same as the rate of inorease in popu- 
lation, and in the number of com- 
munioants it was considerably great- 
or. 

In the general tables and the analy- 
sia of the report the 160 priucipal oit- 
ies having 25,000 inhabitants more in 
1900 were divided into four olasses, 
according to population; cities of the 
first class, with over 300, ooh popula- 
tion; N cities of the second class, 
with 100,000 to 800,000 inhabitants; 
40 cities of the third class, with 50,000 
to 100,000 popalation, and 82 cities of 
the fourth olass, with 25,000 to 50,000 
inhabitants. 

Tne report declares that the first 
class of cities showed the moat notable 
increase, the number of organizations 


and cOommunicast being more than 


doubled. The third and fourth classes 
followed closely, while the seound 
had a much lower rate of gain. Out- 
side the prineipal cities the rate of 
increase was even less. 

The number of commnnicants in 
each 1,000 of population in 1906 was, 
for the principal cities, 469; for the 
whole country, 891, and for tue sec- 
tious outside of the principal cities, 
363: As compared with 1800 the re- 
port shows a gain of 90 communicants 
in each 1,000 of population for the 
principal cities, as against 51 outside 
of them. The largest gain, 106 come 
municants per 1,000 population, was 
found in the cities of the third class 

It is affirmed by the report that the 
high ratios of communicants of mem- 
bers to population aliown for the prin- 
cipal cities, as compared with the area 
outside these oities“are due ohſefly to 
the greater strangtt of the Catholic 
Ohurch in the cities, and the greater 
proportionate increase in commoni- 
cants or members in 1890 and 1906 
shown for these cities ia said to be 
largely doe to the same cause. 

There wsre 4,082,089, or 82 per 
oent more female than male members 
in the United States in 1906, while in 
the principal eities the excess of fe- 
male members was proportionately 
less being 960,526, or 28.6 per cent. In 
olties of the first class, the exoras of 
female over male members was only 
18 per cent; im those of the second 
class, 28.9 per cent; in those of the 
third ulass, 25.8 per oent; in those 
of the fourth olass, 31. 1 per cent; out - 
side of these cities, 35.9 per oent,

IMPLICATES MR. TURNER 
Bob Revell Confess Sto Of Whiskey 


„Ohinch' Revell, who was arrest 
ed in Laurel last week by Oonstable 
Darby, made a confession in his cell 
soon after his arrestin the presence of 
his father, State’s Attorney Jos.

Sonator Smith Looks For A Goon Swoop 
In Maryland. Democrats Have 
Chance Now. 


Inu my opinion there has not heen 
a better chance for Maryland to «end 
a solid Demooratio delegation to Oon- 
gress for nearly 20 years as will be pre. 
aeutad next fall, and I want to see 
just that sort of delegation come 
here.“ said Senator Johu Walter 
Smith, of Maryland, in an ‘nterviéw 
concerning the Democratic prospects 
for this year. 

„Moreover, eaid Senator Smith, 
“I believe that we will surely gaiu 
two, if not three, Congressmen from 
the State The whole trend of the 
times is toward Demooratic party. It 
is being manifested in every State, 
and Maryland is no exception, The 
Congressional election two years ago 
showed clearly the possibility of once 
more having Maryland represented in 
tbe lower branch of Congress with six 
Democrats and ther» is certainly no 
question but that the Republican party 
has grown weaker and the Demooratic 
party stronger since that time. Two 
years agoa very faw votes would have 
given os the Third.

and whilé this was wise and desir- 
able, I desire to call your attention 
to the needs and requirements of 
various other sections of our City 
in this regard. I do not at this time 
advocate an extension of bitullthle 
or ‘brick street improvements, but 
suggest that all resident streets of 
the City, especially those much used 
by the traveling public should be im- 
proved by shelling, grading, curbing, 
and guttering, and thereby properly 
drained, which meats a corresponding 
increase in the durability of the 
street surface. 


Wider Streets. 

I would suggest that no 
street be accepted by the City unless 
same is at last thirty-five feet wide, 
and where conditions will permit, for- 
ty feet wide, and should any street 
be laid out of a less width, that the 
Council forthwith pass necessary or- 
dinances to widen and condemn prop- 
erty to make it the proper width. 


Sewers. 

During the past few years a num- 
ber of large sewers have been laid 
in the City, but there is a great de- 
mand and necessity. for more. The 
streets cannot be properly drained, 
nor a great amount of filth eliminat- 
ed from the streets and properties 
of the City until the City is proper- 
ly sewered. I would therefore urge 
that the Council make improvements 
along this line as fast as the City's 
financial condition will permit. 


Streets To Be Imp.oved. 

Some of the streets along which 
sidewalks should be laid are as fol- 
lows: East Locust street, Pine street, 
Vine Street, Elizabeth street from 
Watson’s property to Railroad Ave. 
Fooks Street, Upton Street, these im- 
provements would mean a great deal 
to the City as well as the property 
owners; other streets the sidewalks 
along which are in bad repair and 
should be relaid, are as follows: N. 
Division street, from the B. C. & A. 
R. R. to Northern corporate limits; 
Poplar Hill Avenue between Broad 
and Isabella streets; and portions of 
William Street; Isabella street, Broad 
Street, Newton Street, Smith Street, | 
and East Church Street beyond the 
N. V., P. & N. R. R. | 


' 


Garbage. 

Our City is in need of a garbage 
system, and I would recommend the| 
establishment of same as early as 
possible. Another matter which has 
been spoken of in times past, and | 
which at this juncture is a necessity 
for our City namely: a hitching 
ground. I would suggest that the 
Council take this matter up with a 
view to securing same, and there- 
by keep our streets in a more pre- 
sentable condition for the Sabbath; 
as a great deal of waste is scatter- 
ed on the streets Saturday night 
which remains until Monday. 


Building Inspector. 

The extensive building operations 
going on requires the services of a 
Bullding Inspector. Buildings are be- 
ing constructed in violation of the re-; 
quiremeats of our City Ordinances; 
and also buildings are standing that 
are really a menace to the public. 
A rigid investigation and scrutiny on 
the part of a competent inspector 
would mean cheaper insurance, a bet- 
ter class of buildings, and more se- 
curity from fire in our City. I would 
recommend the appointment of an In- 
spector. 


Public Service Corporations. 

The contracts with all public ser- 
vice corporations should be fulfilled 
on the part of the sald corporations. 
While I do not desire to impose any 
hardship on any of sald corporations, 
they should be required to furnish 
that for which the City, pays. 


Fire Department. 

It may be unnecessary to call the 
attention of your Honorable Boady to 
the obligations the City owes our Fire 
Department. It should recelve your 
heartiest support and co-operation. 
It being voluntary and without com- 
pensation to those who give their 
services in the protection of proper- 
ty from fire should at least receive 
the moral support, appreciation and 
well wishes of the City and its citi: i 
zens.. There’ seems to be a lack of, 
public spirit along this line. I have

N. T., June 5.—Pastor Rus- 


ell returned from his European trip

“JERUSALEM,” from the text, “Com- 
fort ye, comfort ye my people, saith 
your God; Speak ye cotifortably to 


Jerusalem, and cry unto her that her 


appointed time is accomplished, that 


‘| ber iniquity is pardoned: for she bath 


received of the Lord's hand double for 
all her sins” (Isaiah xl. 1. 2. As had 
been anticipated, the crowds were toč 
great for accommodation at the Tab- 
ernacle. The spacious Academy of 
Music was crowded, with a large num- 
ber of ministers and other men on the 
platform. After announcing his text 
the speaker said:— 

Christendom, with united voice, ad- 
mits that all of the Divine Revelation 
came to and through the Hajrew peo- 
ple. Listen to the argume&t of the 
Apostle Paul, “What advantage then 
bath the Jew? or what profit Is there 
vf circumcision? Much every way; 
chiefly. because that unto them were 
committed the oracles of God“ - the 
Divine message respecting the Divine 
purposes, present and to come. The 
Apostle again informs us that the 
entire Gospel message was briefly 
comprehended in the Creator’s promise 
to Abraham, “In thy Seed shall all the 
families of the earth be blessed““ (Gala- 
tians III. 8). 


“To the Jew First.” 

It was the most natural thing imagl- 
nable for the Jewish Nation to suppose 
that the giving to them of the Law at 
Mount Sinai, through the medinatorsulp 
of Moses, was the fulfilment of the 
promise to Abrahani. Nevertheless 
they were mistaken. 

Israel's Mediator, and the sacrificing 
priests, and the sacrifices they offered, 
and their Tabernacle, with its Holy 
and Most Holy, and the Temple, and 
all the features of the Law Covenant 
were types or foreshadows of the “bet- 
ter sacrifices,” higher Priesthood. bet- 
ter Mediator, and glorious blessings of 
eternal forgiveness and reconcilintion 
yet to be accomplished. Nevertheless 
the period of Israel's types was not 
wasted. Not only were the types there 
given, but at the sume time a specini 
class of agents were selected: Abru 
ham, Isaac, Jacob. and all the Propb- 
ets and worthy ones of that age, boly. 
consecrated to God. and accepted us 
agents qualified for the Kingdom con- 
ditions. Of these the Scriptures de- 
clare, “They fell asleep.” They ure 
still asleep in the dust. of the earth, 
awaiting the glorious resu tiou 
morning, and a grand share then with 
Messiah In the work then to be ac- 
complished. In thelr Iifetime, they 
were styled the Fathers, because Mes- 
slah was foretold to be of the poster- 
ity of Abraham, and also “David's 
Son.” 

But other Scriptures, without con- 
tradicting these statements, show us 
distinctly that David's Son“ and 
“Abraham's Seed“ is to be Lord nud 
Father of both David and Abraham 
Thus we read, Instead of thy fathers 
shall be thy children, whom thou 
mayest: make princes in all the earth“ 
(Psalm xlv, 16). David's son, Messiab. 
will be David's father, or life-giver. 
when he will raise David from the 
dead. Similarly he will be the father 
of all of those ancient worthies; and 
as David's Lord, and “Lord of lords.” 
it will be his pleasure to appoint to 
Abraham, Isaac. Jacob and all of the 
Ancient Worthies, and Prophets, and 
faithful. ones a glorious share with 
himself in the great Messianic King- 
dom, which he is about to set up for 
the ruling and blessing of Israel and 
all the nations of the earth. Will not 
this be a grand honor to Abraham and 
bis Seed! Could we expect that tho 
Almighty would honor and use iu euch 
a high position any except the faith- 
ful? Surely not. When Mess shali 
make these Ancient Worthies “Princes 
in all the earth,” as representatives of 
his invisible Kingdom, will not this 
mean honor and dignity to the Jews 
first? 

“Comfort Ye My People.” 

Our text is one of three 8 
in the Old Testament, which assure 
us that there is a double“ eonnected 
with Israel's history. That W to sty, 
Jewish history naturally div itself 
into two exactly equal parts; Oret 
of which was a time of favor, Miter- 
mingled with disciplines, but 
nevertheless, The second of fh 
parts has been one of dista vor snd 
exclusion from Divine fellowship, As 
foretold by the Prophet, “ 
many centuries hax been 
prophet, or priest, and without 9 
and without communion with a; 
whereas, at one time they were 
favored people. They now. neco! 
to thelr own admission, are so 
oughly rejected that they have no com- 
munication whatever. no light to shine 
upon their pathway. ‘The prophets 
words have been fulfilled. “Let their 
table become a snare before them: and 
that which should have been fothelr 
welfare, let it become a trap. Let 
their eyes be darkened, that they see 
not” (Palm Ixix, 22, 23). They have

ed, for shë liath recelved at the Lord's 
hand double [the two parts of her 
chastisement} for all her sins.” Be- 
cause the “double” is completed, we 
may speak the words of comfort. 

Thirty-four years ago we called at- 
tention to these facts. but few had 
ears to hear. When eighteen years 
ago we visited Jerusalem. having in 
mind chiefly the fact that the time for 
the regathering of Israel was nigh at 
hand, and that the set time to favor 
Zion had come, we found no hearing 
ears amongst the Jewish people: and 
Zionism had not then been dreamed 
of. Our communications with the rep- 
Tesentatives of the Baron Hirsch Im- 
migration Fund, and also with the ex- 
ecutors of the Sir Moses Montefiore 
Jewish Relief Fund met with scant 
recognition, Nevertheless, we felt sure 
that Israel's “double” had been ful- 
filled, and that her morning of joy 
would soon break, 

Meantime how much bas happened 
during those eighteen years! Zionism 
has risen and engendered the hope of 
the “chosen people“ ln every land. and 
turned thelr eyes townrd the land of 
promise; not that fil ure thinking of 
returning thither. but that every Jew 
who retains faith lu the God of his 
fathers, and in the Abrahamic prom- 
ise, is now looking nud hoping for the 
time of blessing. long foferold. They 
know not about their “double”; they 
have not been studying the Holy Scrip- 
tures, but the teachlugs of thelr an- 
clents, as presented by the Talmud. 
They have been making a very similar 
mistake to that of Christian people, 
who have been studying the creeds of 
the “dark ages” Instead of the Word 
of God, 


The Three “Doubles.” 

Glance with me at three different 
statements by the Lord through the 
Prophets of Israel respecting Israel's 
„double“ of experience: the first, an 
experience of God's favor; the second, 
an experience of equal length without 
divine favor. Notice tirst Jeremlah's 
prophecy (Jeremiah xvi, 18. After 
telling of Israel's disfavor, und then 
of their regathering. the Lord declares, 
“And first I will recompense their in- 
iquity and their sin dowble’—some of 
the recompense with favor, and some 
without favor. Jeremiah’s prophecy 
looks down to the “double” from his 
own day. which was more than six 
hundred years before the second part 
of thelr “double” began. 

Turn now to Zechurlah's prophecy, 
nud note that prophetically be takes 
his standpoint at the very time when 
the second part of the “double” be- 
gan. His words are, “Even to-day do I 
declare that | will render double unto 
thee (Zechariah tx, 12). 

Come next to our text, and note that 
the Prophet Isaiah stands witb us, and 
views the mutter from the standpoint 

that the “double” of experience has 
been fulfilled: “Speak comfortably unto 
Jerusalem, cry unto her that her ap- 
pointed time is accomplished, because she 
hath received at the Lord's hand dowble 
[two equal parts] for her sins.” It is 
our understanding that this “double” 
reached fulfilment in the year 1878 
A. D., and since that date we have 
been declaring to the best of our abil- 
ity. as the Lord granted opportunity, 
these comforting words to Israel, as- 
suring God's chosen people that their 
period of disfavor has ended, and that 
they are gradually returning to pros- 
perity; that Divine favor began with 
them in 1878 Yea. more than this, 
our sermons which to some extent re- 
flect this feature of the Divine program 
relating to Israel's restoration to Di- 
vine favor, are being read to a consid- 
erable extent by Hebrews as well as 
by Christians; their eyes are gradually 
opening, as the Scriptures foretell 
shall do. 

But how may we know when the 
turning point of Israel's double“ took 
place? How may we know that the 
“double” was completed in 1878? We 
reply that the answer to the question 
necessitates an acknowledgment of 
Jesus as the Messluh. Israel's rejec- 
tion of him as their King. marks the 
turning point of God's favor, as the 
prophecy of Zecburinh. just quoted, 
Gistinctly shows. Neither Christians 
nor Jews have appreciated the full im- 
port of the incident mentioned in the 
Gospel: that five diys before bis cract- 
Aton. Jesus rede npon an ass, after 
the manner of Jewish kings, into the 
eity ot Jerusalem, » multitude sur- 
réunding him. and going before him. 

“Hosanna to the Son of Da- 
vid! Blessed is he that cometh in the 
of Jehovnh!”

irael'’s history as a nation began 
wle the death of Jacob. when he gave 
his blessing to the twelve tribes. The 
period from that time to the death of 
Jesus, according to the Scriptures, was 
1845 years; and a like period of disfa- 
vor, measuring from the day of Jesus’ 
rejection marks the year 1878, as the 
end of Israel's disfavor,—the time 
when the messuge of comfort ehould 
go forth. However, Divine favor wes 
only gradually taken from Israel, and 


not known directly and explicit- 
ly to Abraham or any other Prophet; 
he kept that feature of his purpose a 
secret. It is this: Messlah could not 
be a man and yet accomplish the great 
things which Jehovah intended, as 

stated In his Word. The Law. called 

| for an eye for an eye, a tooth for a 
tooth and a man's life for a man’s life. 
In this God set forth his principle gov- 
erning his course of dealing with men. 
As by man (Adam) came the sentence 

| death, and through heredity upon all 

bof his offspring, even so the Divine law 
purposed that there must be a sacrifice 
of one human life to offset the one hü- 
man life condemned to death. The 
ohe who would thus meet the demands 
of Justice on behalf of the race would 
have the right to give eternal life and 
human perfection to every member of 
Adam’s race willing to accept it on the 
terms of the Divine Law. It was for 
this reason that Christ should die, “the 
just for the unjust.“ 

As a reward for his obedience to the 
Father even unto death, Christ was 
raised from the dead to the Divine na- 
ture. In this exalted condition he is 
capable of being á Mediator and of do- 
ing a work for Istael and for the world 
much higher and broader than Moses 
could effect: Moses, the typical medi- 
ator, made atonement for a year with 
the blood of beasts: but Messiah with 
his own blood makes perpetual atone- 
ment for the sins of all the people. 
This is the great Messiah (Jesus) who 
suffered the death of the cross—for the 
Jews and for the Gentiles— for all the 
people.” This is the glorified Messiah, 
who as the Spiritual Seed of Abraham 
is about to bless Israel's Ancient Wor 
thies, and to “make them Princes in 
all the earth:” ministers of his King- 
dom for the ruling, blessing and in- 
struction of whosoever will, out of the 
present sin and death conditions, to 
life eterna! to full human perfection, 
with the earth as Paradise restored. 


Members of Messiah. 

But. some one may say, Where do 
Christians come in connection with 
this Divine arrangement? And if 
God's dealings with the world are to 
be through Israel, and not through the 
Church, why has there been so long a 
delay? Why did not the glorified Mes- 
slah at once set up his Kingdom, and 
bring forth the Ancient Worthies 
from the tomb to be its earthly repre- 
sentatives? Oh, here is another part 
of the mystery of God! Isaac, Abra- 
ham's gon, was typical of Messiah, the 
Spiritual Seed. but before Isanc began 
the work of dispensing the blessings 
to his brethren and to his children, he 
first took a bride. and this act also 
was allegorical or typical. In the anti- 
type, Messiah, the glorified Jesus, par- 
took of the divine nature according to 
the Father's invitation, and he is to 
take a Bride who is to be his joint- 


heir on the spirit plane—to share with Ely Brothers, 56 . 


him the glory. honor and service 
bis Messianic Kingdom. The period 
Of Israel's disfavor, us a Nation. has 
been the time In which a special class 
has been cailed of the Father and be- 
gotten of the Holy Spirit to joint-heir 
ship with Christ as his Bride. 

But did Cod pass by the natural seed 
of Israel tu give these spiritual privi- 
leges to the Gentiles—to gather from 
the Gentiles a people, figuratively to 
constitute the Bride of Messiah? Nay. 
The Scriptures assure us that this 
spiritual privilege went first to the 
Jews; they show us that during the 
three and a half years of Jesus’. min- 
istry, and during the thirty-six years 
following it, the gospel message was 
given almost exclusively to the Jews, 
and gathered from that people as 
many as were found to be “Israelites 
indeed without gulle.“ as many as 
were not only of the circumcision of 
the flesh, bpt also who were of the 
circumcision of the heart. God did not 
continue to deal with his chosen people, 
but having gathered from them 
as many as were worthy of the spir 
itual blessing and exaltation — only 
then was the message sent to the Gen- 
tiles, to gather from the Gentiles a 
number sufficient to complete the fore- 
ordained and predestined number 
who will constitute the Bride. 

So then, my brethren, in proving 
from the Scriptures that Israel's “dou- 
ble“ is about completed; that Israel's 
blindness is about to be taken awar. 
and that Israel's exaltation as the 
earthly representatives of Messiah's 
Kingdom is near at hand, we are papt- 

g to ourselves another thing; namely, 
that the full number called from 
amongst the Gentiler to participate 
with Christ on the spirit plane, as 
members of his Bride claus. will soon 
he completed (Romans fi, 25-32).

N PLACE OF WOOD 


Use Of Concrete Is Rapidly Becoming Gon- 
oral For Building Purposes. 


The use of vonorete in the constrac- 
tion of homes, business houses, bridges 
and even fence posts, is discussed in 
a statement just isaned by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. This statement 
indicates that concrete is baooming a 
substitate tor wood in all house con- 
struction, except tur ornamentation. 

The Department says: ‘‘Concrete— 
cement, sand, gravel and water com- 
bined in proper proportions — has be- 
come one of the leading building ma 
terials of the day. It has shown ita 


worth as a substitute for wood; houses 


are built entirely of cement, the trim- 
ming and supports of wood being 
merely for decorative effect; it is used 
by the Government, by railroads, by 
farmers in hundreds of ways. 

‘*Elther alone or reinforced, con- 
crete has bei found to produce even 
good fence posts, contifines the De- 
partment’s statement. ‘‘Its moderate 
cost, its durability, the ease with 
which it is handled, the wide distri- 
bution of sand, gravel and stone of 
which it is composed, commend it to 
the consideration of all builders. 

Au a material for fence posta, cou- 
crete has been found to possess but 
few of the disudvantages of wood, to 
have praetically all of its advantages 
and to be superior ip some respects t3 
timber. 

The enthusiastic endorsement of 
concrete for bailding purposes indi- 
cated in the statement, ia added to by 
the fact that concrete is not a propri- 
etary article, but is as uncontrolled by 
private interests as are sand, gravel 
and water themselves.

In 1637 he 
was made surveyor of arms, and in 
1643 he opened a school in Boston. He 
helped negotiate the purchase of the 
land from the Indians where Andover 
was established, and in 1645 he was 
ordained there, his ordination being 
one of the first in New England. 

In 1647, Rev. John Woodbridge re- 
turned to England, and became chap- 
lain to the parliamentary commission 
that treated with the unfortunate 
Charles I.; after the king had been 
killed he started a mnon-Conformist 
church at Andover, Hants, and then at 
Barford, St. Martina, but at the time of 
Oliver Cromwell's downfall and the 
restoration of the monarchy in 1669 
he was ejected from his church. In

England. Lucy married Rev. Simon 
Bradstreet, son of Gov. Bradstreet and 
Anne Dudley, the first poetess of New 
England. Rev. Bradstreet was a very 
learned scholar and spoken of as a 
“man who can whistle Greek.” Through 
her daughter Lucy, who married Hon. 
Jonathan Remington, this Lucy Wood- 
bridge Bradstreet was one of the an- 
cestors of William Ellery Channing. 

A former governor of Michigan is 
numbered among the celebrities of the 
Woodbridge family. His name was 
William, and he lived from 1780 to 
1861. He went with his father from 
New England to Marietta, O., among 
the earliest immigrants of that state, 
He was sent to Connecticut to be ed- 
ucated, and later was admitted to the 
bar of Ohio. In 1807 he was made sa 
member of the assembly. From 1808 
to 1814, he served as a atate senator. 
In 1814, President. Madison appointed 
bim secretary of the territory of Mich- 
can. and he removed to Detroit. There 
he became legal adviser of John Jacob 
Aster’s Northwest Fur Company; and 
also acted as counsel in many impor- 
tant Canadian cases against the Hud- 
son's Bay Company. He was the frst 
delegate to congress from Michigan 
in 1819, and later was governor of 
Michigan. From 1841 to 1847 he was 
United States senator; and grew to 
be a great friend of Daniel Webster.

An hour after he had left home a 
terrible snowstorm came up. The 
snow fell thiok and fast, and as there 
was so much wind the fleecy masses 
piled in great drifta along the wind- 
ward side of the fences and ontbuild- 
ings. Night came and the farmer 
bad not been heard of. 

His wife became frightened and 
alarmed the neighborhood. All the 
neinhbors joined the searching party. 
On the third day they found him. He 
was lying ina hollow side of a hill with 
both feet frozen: he was half covered 
with snow, but alive. Most of thu 
sheep were lost, 

A farmer near Tewksbury, Vt., 
owned a large field of corn. He built 
fires. Nearly every night he and his 
men took turas in keeping up the fire 
and watching that the corn did not 
freeze. The farmer was rewarded for 
hie tireless labors by haying the only 
orop of corn in the region. 

July oame in with snow and ice. 
On the sth of July ice was thick as 
window glase formed throughout New 
England, New York, and in some 
parte of the State of Pennsylvania. 
Indian corn, which in some parts of 
the East had atroggled through May 
and Jone gave up, froze and died. 

To the surprise of everybody, Aug- 
ast proved the worst month of all. Al- 
most every green thing lu this opun- 
try and Europe was blasted with fros:. 
Snow fell at Barnet, 
London, England, oo August 30. 
Newapapers received from England 
stated that 1816 would be remembered 
by the existing generation as the year 
in which there was no summer. Very 
little corn ripened in New England. 
There was great privation and thou- 
sands of persons would have perished 
in this country had it not been for 
the abundanoe of fish and wild game.

Philadelphia, Pa., June 12.—Pastor 
Rüsšeh of The Brooklyn Tabernacle 
preached here twice today to large and 
attentive audiences, We_ report his 
discourse from the text, “I, the Lord 
thy God am a jealous God, visiting the 
Iniquities of the fathers upon the chil- 
dren unto the third- and fourth genera- 
tion of them that bate me; and show- 
ing mercy unto thousands of them that 
love me and keep ‘ny commandments” 
(Deuteronomy v. ©, 10). A report of 
the discourse follows:— 

No one of experience can question 
the fact that our text Is corroborated 
by all our experiences in life. How- 
ever unjust some may claim it to be 
that the children should inherit the 
weaknesses resulting from parental 
dissipations and violations of the Di- 
Ine law, the fact remains that bow- 
ever atheism may question the exist- 
ence of a God or infidelity doubt the 
inspiration of bis Word, no one can 
question the two facts of this text, (1), 
that sin and its penalty can be inherit- 
ed and (2) the fact that God is merci- 
ful to guch as renounce sin and turn 
to nnd a seek to walk according to 
his diréttion. However these bless- 
ings upon evil doers and their children 
and these blessings upon well doers 
and their posterity may be termed 
natural laws and laws of heredity, it 
does not alter the fact, because the Al. 
mighty is the one who made these 
laws of heredity. 

Under the delusion handed down to 
us from the “dark ages“ that God 
had condemned to eternal torment all 
the children of Adam because of bis 
sin—we fe all inclined properly 
enough to feel rebellious against aby 
such matter and to assert that’ from 
the standpoint of human reasoning 
it would be entirely unjust to torture 
the posterity of Adam eternally for 
his transgression—“original sin.“ But 
as we get the eyes of our understand- 
ing opened to see whut is the real 
penalty for sin, that it Is death, ex- 
‘tinction, and that our perfect parents, 
fully informe respecting the divine 
will, were culpable, worthy of death, 
and when we learn further that what- 
ever is enjoyed by Adam's posterity 
in the way of life, however disad- 
vantageous the conditions, is so 
much of divine leniency and mercy 
and comes so much short of being 
the full penalty, death, extinction— 
then we begin to see that life under 
any conditions and disadvantages ls 
still a boon, better than extinetion. 


In Wrath Have Mercy, Lord. 
Recognizing the wrath of God as 
manifested in the death penalty (not 


in an eternity of torture) we can see. 


that the Scriptures everywhere de 
clare that the wrath of God is resting 
upon our race; that every member of 
it is subject to this very penalty which 
came upon father Adam and has been 
entailed upon all of his posterity. 

The Almighty Creator did not walt 
for us to cry out for bis pity nd 
compassion, but from the very be 
ginning. foreknowing our fall into sin.

Age. This means that probably more 
will gain eternal Ure and blessing un- 
der the divine arrangement as we have 
it than we could reasonably expect 
would have been saved had ths Lord 
not provided this law of herecny and 
condemnation of all, but on the con- 
trary had permitted each to be born 
in perfection and to stand bis trial as 
between loyalty to God with the re- 
ward of eternal life or ‘disobedience 
Punished with death. But we shall 
see that it means much more than this 
Condemned In One—Redeomed by Ore. 

A grent economic law is connected 
with the divine arrangement: The 
condemnation of a race in one man's 
loins because of his transgression 


made possible the divine arrangement, 


that a Second Man should pay the 
penalty for the first and redeem both 
him and all who were in him at the 
time of his condemnation. This ts nt 
once a demonstration of Divine Wis- 
dom and of Divine Justice. Suppose. 
for instance, that the law of heredity 
had not prevailed, had not been in 
stituted by our Lord. but that each 
Individual had come forth perfect and 
had been personally placed on trial 
and been personally condemned to 
vath. Would it not have required an 
individual. savior for each one con- 
demned under such an arrangement? 
Surely it would. Hence, bad one-half 
of the race proven themselves sinners 
and been personally condemned it 
would either have been necessary to 
avold redemption altogether or to re 
deem the sinner half of the race, by 
giving a life for a life—n perfect be- 
ing’s sacrifice for or instead of each 
imperfect life. Estimating the total 
number of our race at 20,000,000,000, 
Justice would bave been obliged to 
require 10.000.000,000 of perfect be- 
ings to be offered as the ransom price 
for the  10,000,000,.000 of sinners 
Under the very best estimate that 
we can possibly make, this would 
have required the death of all the 
perfect ones of the race as redeemers 
for all the imperfect members of the 
race, and what a havoc that would 
have implied—with just as many dy- 
ing as under present conditions. name- 
ly, one-half as sinners and the other 
half as redeemers, ransoms. Besides, 
we perceive that it would not bave 
beep just on the part of the Almighty 
to compel the righteous ones to suf- 
fer for the unrighteous as their re- 
deemers, hence there would have been 
no assurance even then that any but 
a fraction of the sluner race would 
have been redeemed. Ou the contrary. 
how wise, conservative and econom- 
ical was the Divine arrangement that 
by one man's disobedience under the 
laws of heredity the many would be 
born sinners and sharers in bis pen- 
alty, death. und that then lu due time 
one Savior, one perfect one, the “man 
Christ Jesus." might redeem 
und, “redeeming him, redeem all of 
his race from the death sentence, the 
curse, the wrath of God, and as a 
result of the redemption obtain the 
right. the nuthority. the power during 
his Millefinial Kingdom and in asso- 
ciation with bis glorified Church of 
the Gospel Age, to bless all the fam- 
ilies of the earth and to uplift as 
many as would be willing out of all 
thelr ignorance, weakness and sinful 
and dying conditions to all that was 
lost ln Adam.

Already the Only ‘Begotten was next 
to the Father in glory and dignity, 
honor and power; what more of divine 
honor could be bestowed upon even 
the First-Born of every creature? 
The Only Begotten himself appears 
not to have thought particularly of 
the promised glory: The joy set be- 
fore him, however, seems to have 
been that he would do the Father's 
will and thus demonstrate his abso- 
lute loyalty even unto death. While, 
no doubt, it was a joy to the Lord 
to be the Father’s Agent in the rescue 
of Adam and his race from sin and 
death, nevertheless we belleve that 
his chief joy in connection with the 
matter was that thus he might demon- 
strate to the Father his absolute love 
by his submission and obedience. 
Our Lord's own words were, “Father, 
glorify thou me with the glory which 
I had with thee before the world 
was” (John xvil, 5. He knew of 
the Father's proposed exaltation of 
him as a reward, but he did not men- 
tion this; he would merely ask of the 
Father that when he had accom- 
plished the Divine purpose, he might 
have back the same honor and posi- 
tion and divine favor which he had 
laid aside when he humbled himself 
to become Adam's redemptiog price, 
the world's Savior. Such modesty 
and loyalty are difficult for us to 
comprehend because of our fallen, 
imperfect conditions.

It is common to find it impossible 
to match buttons when several are 
found missing, yet. when these cannot 
be purchased it is easy to make them 
from the material of the frock itself or 
from its trimmings.. 

First cut bias strips of silk the 
shade f the girdle or lining. These 
should be about a half inch deep and 
should run in lohg strips. 

Then sew the edges together, turn 
and run a thick cord through them. 
Cut the bias strip of silk the same 
shape of the ‘size of the button wanted, 
and then run the cord around it so as 
to form a coil. 

Then fasten to edge underneath and 
catch together so the stitches will not 
show.

Next day the ingredients should be 
thoroughly shaken and when all are 
dissolved sufficient water added to 
bee a quart. The wax and the soap

12 hours, when the polish will be ready 
for use.

eral miles of new shell roads have 
been constructed, It is the intention 
to provide for permanent improve- 
ments in the way of culverts and 
drains rather than the flimsy make- 
shifts of former years. 

It is the intention of the Commis- 
sioners to use our proportion of the 
State money under the Shoemaker 
Act every year, which will entail a 
cost of about $10,000.00 on the county 
for building new roads under the 
Act, outside of other road expenses.

God permits all this with wise and 
loving foreintention. Nothing connect- 
ed with the opposing forces is in any 
sense of the word interfering with his 
great Program. He set apart with Di- 
vine wisdom this Gospel Age of nearly 
nineteen centuries for the sole purposé 
of selecting from the world “the 
Church of the firstborns"—the antityp- 
ical Priests and Levites. The restric- 
tion of his message, the darkening of 
counsel, the clashing of creeds, the op- 
position of the world, the flesh aud the 
Devi], are all wisely permitted with 
the foreintention on God's part that 
thus all through the Age the way of 
the cross—In the footsteps of Jesus— 
should be a “narrow way.” so that 
comparatively few finding It would 
care to walk lu it. 

It Is those few. that “little flock” 
zealous for God, for his Word, for 
righteousness. that he is now marking 
out as the prospective joint-heirs with 
Jesus in his glorious Kingdom, which 
is to bless the world with full opportu- 
nities for earthly salvation—“restitu- 
tion.” The trials of the faith. the pa-

“little flock” are all designed and not 
accidental. Satan and higiosts may 
think to thwart the Divine Plan and 
may mislend and use humanity as thelr 
tools, but it shall yet be seen that all 
of the Divine purposes shal) be nc- 
complished. The Word that has gone 
forth out of Jehovah's mouth shall 
prosper in the thing whereto he 
sent it. 

St. Puul declared of earthly Israel, 
that they enjoyed “much advantage 
every way, because to them were com- 
mitted the oracles of God." So now, 
deur friends, it seems to me that you 
and 1 and all sincere Christiaus the 
world around enjoy much advantage 
every way. Looking to the past we 
find great excuse for our dear forefa- 
thers who, with sincerity of heart, so 
misunderstood the Divine Word and 
so misinterpreted the spirit of the 
Master that they burned one another 
at the stake. We sbould not think so 
harshly of them for this—as though 
they lived today under the greater ad- 
vantages. which we possess. We 
should sympathize with them. We 
should consider them as blinded by 
the great Adversary as was Saul of 
Tarsus, when he, as a member of the 
Sanhedrin, authorized the stoning of 
St. Stephen. We should think of them 
sympathetically—as St. Peter spoke of 
the Jews who crucified the Lord. He 
sald, “I wot, brethren, that in igno- 
rance ye did ft. us did also your rul- 
ers.“ So also we should kindly, lov- 
ingly cast a mantle of benevolence 
over similar conduct on the part of 
John Calvin and others of our forefa- 
thers. But as we would not go to the 
Jewish rulers, nor to Saul of Tarsus 
for religious instruction, neitber should 
we go to Brother Calvin or others uf 
our forefathers who were blinded, ns 
he was, respecting the true character 
of God and the true Spirit of his 
Word. 

Only within the past century have 
the masses of God's people been able 
even to read the Bible, if they had ròs- 
sessed it. And only within the same 
time have they had the Bible to read. 
Our great hindrance has been that 
with Bibles in our hands and witb 
ability to use them, we looked for in- 
struction to our well-meaning fathers 
instead of goling to God's Word itself. 
Now h God's grace the eyes of our 
understanding are opened. The won- 
derfu) Bibles of our day with their 
marginal references. their concord- 
ances, etc, and other assistances in 
Bible study are bringing us in touch 
with the whole message of God's 
Word. Now one passage of Scripture 
throws light upon another and thus 
with increasing brightness the Word 
of the Lord as a lamp gives light upon 
the pathway of his Church.

IA CORNER IN 
ANCESTORS 


By FRANCIS COWLES 


Mudge Family 
* : 8 


Although it is hard to trace the gen- 
ealogy of the immediate ancestors of 
the two members of the Mudge family 
who came to this country from Eng- 
land in 1638, and in 1657, it is known 
that they belonged to the well Known 
Snails: CE Wns Daio fret beara of to- 

ward the end of the fourteenth cen- 
tury. The name was then spelled 
Mugg, or Mugge;' but it was pro- 
nounced with a soft g. The speil- 
ing was later changed to its pres- 
ent form. In the long line of Mud- 
ges that lived and prospered in Eng- 
land, between 1400 and 1628, several 
clergymen were noteworthy; and 
since the family has been in this 
country, there have also been several 
well-known clergymen. 

The earliest settlers here were Jar- 
vis and Thomas, probably brothers, 
from England. Jarvis is first men- 
tioned as a resident of New England 
in 1638, and Thoman, about 20 years 
later. 


In 1640, Jarvis's name is in the town 
records of Hartford, Conn. At a town 
meeting it was agreed by the com- 
mittee” which had previously been ap- 
pointed to look into the matter,” that 
there shall be sequestered to the use 
of Jarvis Mudge six acres of that 
ground, if the town shall admit him 
an inhabitant.” This “ground” was 
the land lafd aside “to accommodate 
several poor men.” But either the 
town did not admit him as an in- 
habitant, or else the desire for change, 
which seems to have been one of his 
strongest traits, got the better of Jar- 
vis; for in 1644 he is heard of in 
Weathersfield. After 1649, when he 
married the widow of Abraham Elsing, 
he went to Pequot, now New London, 
Conn., which had just been settled. 

Jarvis died in 1653. His two chil- 
dren, Micah and Moses, were born in 
New London, the former in 1650 and 
the latter in 1652. 

Micah’s brother, Moses moved to 
‘Oyster Bay, Long Island, when he was 
a child. There he was & man of some 
importance. He was one of the 70 
freemen of the place who in 1678 
bought a strip of land from’ the In- 
dians “which runs from one great riv- 
er to the other.” 

Thomas Mudge supposed to be a 
brother of Jarvis, the first settler, is 
heard of with his wife in Malden, in 
1657 where they were called as wit- 
nesses to an assault; and the next 


year they are heard of again in the 
same capacity. The recordg read: 
“Henry Sweneway servant of John 
Bunker is presented for abusing his 


late master Peter Tufts and his dame 
in blose and words. Witness Thomas 
Mudge and his wife\and others.” ‘Then 
follows: “the testimonle of Marie 
Mudg aged about thirtfe afermeth that 
she being at Goodman Turfs of an 
errand Gudie Torfe and she hereing 
the Dine In the yard, we went out of 
the dore and his man-had got up a 
great stone and held it upt to thro 
at his Master as I conseved, but 
when he se me he threwe it downe; 
I further Testifie that I herd him call 
his master bas Rouge. 

Thomas was married and had sever- 
al children. One of Hin descendants, 
Rev. Enoch Mudge, was the first 
native Methodist preacher of New 
England. 

No one will doubt after reading the 
following list that the Mudges were 
patriotic. In the King Philip war 
James Mudge was killed, and his 
brothers George John and Thomas 
fought. In the French and Indian war 
Captain Micah, was with Wolf-at the 
surrender of Quebec. William Mudge 
lost the sight. of one eye in the war 
and Samuel was kill. William also 
volunteered for the revolutionary war, 
ahd about fifteen other Mudges served 
as privates. Abraham was a sergeant, 
Joseph a drummer, Eider Reuben and 
Rev. John were chaplains, and 
Jarvis was a first lieutenant, In the 
war of 1812 there were seven or eight 
privates, Nathaniel a commissary, and 
Joseph, Samuel and Amos, captains, 
In 1835 Lieutenant Robert, West Point 
graduate, was killed by Indians in 
Fiorida. About twenty of the family 
volunteered us privates in the civil 
war, John G, was a captain, William 
P, and Charles were lieutenants, the 
former, killed at Lookout Mountain, 
Charles R., killed at Gettysburg was a 
Heutenant colonel, as was Melvin, and 
Dr. Erskine Beatty Mudge was assist- 
ant surgeon in the navy. 

The arms of the Mudge family. are 
blagoned: Argent, a chevron gules 
age, three cockatrices of the last.

INCE the destruction of the 
Khalifa's power at the battle of 
Omdurman in 1898, an immense 
big-game country, which had 
been closed to Europeans for 
many years. has been opened 
up. A considerable number of Brit- 
ish sportsmen have availed them- 
selves of the opportunities which 
Lord Kitchener’s conquest has thus 
made possible, and have enjoyed 
some magnificent shooting; but, 
speaking generally, it may be 
said that for various reasons the 
Sudan has hitherto not been so fa- 
vorite a field of sport and adventure 
as East Africa and other parts-of the 
continent. At first, no doubt, the dif- 
ficulties of transport and the expense 
of an expedition beyond Khartoum 
prohibited all but the wealthiest gun- 
ners from trying their fortunes with 
‘the big game of the Upper Nile and 
the surrounding regions. The com- 
pletion of the railway system from 
Cairo to Khartoum has removed the 
chief difficulty of hunting in the 
Sudan dountry, and the sportsman 
starting from Cairo on Thursday now 
reaches Khartoum on the following 
Monday. „na aE 
The game animals to be found in 
the vartous regions now so readily 


attainable drop Cajro a Khartoum 
number something like fitty species, 
of which, however, it is to be noted 
some are of very local distribution, 
while a few are completely protected. 
Among these latter are Grant's zebra 
(found in the Mongalla province), the 
Nubian wild ass and the ostrich. Black 
rhinoceros are now scarce in Kassala 
and Sennar, and may not be shot 
there. The shooting of giraffe is also 
discouraged in the Sudan regions, and 
the sportsman wishing to secure a 
specimen will have to pay £20 in ad- 
dition to the cost of his shooting li- 
cense. A full shooting license for all 
kinds of game costa £50; but it is to 
be remembered that here, as in other 
parts of Africa, only a limited num- 
ber of each species may be shot. If 
the gunner is not ambitious, he may 
at the small cost of £5 procure a B“ 
license which enables him to shoot 
hippopotamus, ibex, Barbary sheep, 
warthog, gazelles and the smaller an- 
telopes. In addition to those animals 
which have been mentioned, the list 
of game to be ob@ined in the regions 
opened up by the Sudan railway com- 
prises the following species: . Ble- 
phant, found in Kassala, Sennar, the 
Upper Nile country, Mongalla, Bahr 
el Ghazal province and in southern 
Kordofan. The elephants found on 
the Upper Nile often carry enormous 
tusks, scaling upwards of one hundred 
pounds aptece, and are apparently the 
finest ivory producers in Africa, which 
is saying not a little. The white rhi- 
nocerous, for generations supposed to 
be found only in South Africa, where 
it is now all but extinct, has in recent 
years been discovered in the territory 
known as the Lado Enclave, on the 
west bank of the White Nile, for some 
time leased to the late King Leopold 
but now about to form a part of Brit- 
ish territory. Buffalo have much the 
game range as elephants, and are 
usually found not far away from wa- 
ter. Lion and leopard are not uncom- 
mon in the Upper Nile regions, wher- 
ever game is plentiful and water to 
be found. Cheetah are met with in 
various parts of the country, but from 
their shy and nocturnal habits are 
less often seen than the last-named 
animals. Among other carnivora are 
to be noted striped and spotted hy- 
enas, hunting dogs, jackals, desert 
foxes, lynxes, servals and various 
wild cats; The antelopes to be found 
in the Sudan regions form a goodly 
list indeed. The noble eland roams 
in fair plenty in the great Bahr el 
Ghazal province, and Is occassionally 
met with in Mongalla. This is the 
splendid Derblan species (Taurotra- 
gus derbianus), which, first discov- 
ered máy years ago in Senegambia, 
has in recent years been found so far 
to the east as the Bahr el Gharzal 
country. This eland carries the finest 
horns of any of the various races 
found in Africa, good examples meas- 
uring as much as thirty-nine and forty 
inches. The roan antelope is found 
in Kassala, Sennar and the White 
Nile, Bahr el Ghazal and Mongalla 
regions, Of the oryxes,, the. oryx 
beisa, so common in East Africa, is 
only found here and there, in the east 
ern limits of the Soudan near the 
boundary of Erytrea. The leucoryx, 
or white oryx, is a purely desert spec: 
ies, inhabiting the ,waterless regions 
of northern Kordofan and the coun- 
try west of Dongola, That curious an- 
telope, the addax, -is another degert. 


| toving and thirst-reaisting species, also |" 


found in the wastes of Kordofan and 
adjacent regions. These antelopes are 
so seldom shot by Europeans that it 


seems worth while undertaking a spe- 
cial expedition into the desert west 
of Dongola for the purpose of securing 
trophies of such rare species. The 
kudu, one of the most splendid ante- 
lopes of Africa, whose grand spiral 
horns are always admirable to the 
collector, is found in Kassala, Sennar 
and Kordofan. 

As is to be expected, such waterlov- 
ing species as the water-bucks and 
reedbucks are well represented in the 
Upper Nile regions. The biggest of 
these is the handsome defassa water- 
buck (Cobus defassa typicus), which 
is abundant along most of the river 
courses, and is by no means a diffi- 
cult beast to bring to bag. The beau- 
tiful Mrs. Gray's water-buck, a rare 
and typical antelope, is found in the 
wast swamps of the White Nile and 
Bahr el Ghazal. For a generation, 
owing to the closing of the Sudan by 
the Mahdi, this species was quite un- 
known to British gunners. The white- 
eared kob is another lesser water- 
buck, frequenting the White Nile, Bahr 
el Zeraf and Bahr el Ghazal regions 
Other lesser water-bucka of these 

countries fire the Uganda kob and 

Vaughn's kob. The Bohor reedbuck 
and the common reedbuck are also 
to be found in the Upper Nile country, 
the latter only in the Bahr el Ghazal 
province. The sitatunga, that singular 
waierantelope, rs S Nan in 
the vast reed-beds and swamps of the 
„Upper Nile and Bahr el Ghazal. 
Among other antelopes found in the 
wide regions served by the Sudan 
government railways and steamers 
are the harnessed and Abyssinian 
bushbucks, the klipspringer, oribi, 
Beira antelope, Abyssinian and blue 
duikers, and that diminutive creature, 
Salt’s dik-dik. Hippos are met with 
in most 6f the river systems. The 
Nubian ibex is to be found in the 
mountains along the Red Sea coast; 
while the fine Barbary sheep is met 
with sparingly in the desert hills of 
the northern Sudan, from the Red 
Sea province to Kordofan. Among the 
humerous gazelles inhabiting the Su- 
dan deserts are to be mentioned Soem - 
mering’s the Addra, Red-fronted, 
Rothschild's, Heuglin’s and the Doreas 
and Isabella species. Tho warthog is 
widely distributed, and the red bush- 
pig. ts found in the Bahr el Gharzal 
country. 

Here, then, ig a goodly list of game 
animals for those spertsmen desirous 
of trying their luck in the Sudan and 
Upper Nile regions. 


ABSURD FOODS IN DIETETICS 


A Man Eats What He Prefers, and 
That ia All There is 
to it. 

It is high time that the science of 
dietetics should free itself of the 
horde of parasitic fads which have 
fastened themselves upon it. It is the 
black sheep in the flock of sciences 
which make up that greater science 
called “medicine,” and it has been 


under æ cloud long enough. Nothing 


is too absurd to be advocated, from a 
diet of peanuts to one of raw meat, 
writes Charles E. Woodruff in the 
North American Review. For many 
years the real science of dietetics was 
content with a mere study of what 
people were eating in all walks of life 
in every part of the world. It was sad 
enough to have the illogical conclusion 
once thrust upon us that these dietar- 
len were necessarily correct, without 
regard to the results as to vigor and 
immunity from disease. Indeed, no 
one seemed to think that the coolie 
ate rice because it was the only thing 
he could get, and that he greedily ate 
better food whenever he had a chance. 
When the real scientists took up the 
work of experimental diatetics, it was 
with keen expectation that the medical 
profession looked forward to enlight- 
enment—and the enlightenment we 
got was the new fad that we eat too 
much of the thing of which we are 
bullt, a fad which will destroy a na- 
tion as surely ad it will destroy an 
army. Long before there was a "sci 
ence” of dietetics, Napoleon said that 
an army “travels on its stomach,” and 
every other man who has ever had the 
management of bodies of workers has 
said that they work on their stomachs. 
And we can apply the same rule tothe 
nation and to the whole race,

Country and More Feund Than 
Any Other. i

There are many varieties of the dif. 
ferent breeds of chickens. The differ- 
ence in varieties is one chiefly: in 
collar. This is especially true of the 
Leghorns, Plymouth Rocks, Wyan-' 
dottes and Rhode Island Reds. It 
may happen that the severe inbreed- 
ing which may have been necessary 
to produce some varieties have in- 
jured their utility or egg-laying quali- 
tles, but as a general rule the differ- 
ence in varieties is a difference in 
color only. The white fowls present 
a slightly better appearance when 
dressed than fowls of dark plumage, 
but when in prime condition and. 
properly dressed the difference will, 
hardly be noticeable. 

As a whole, the barred Plymouth 
Rock is without doubt the most popu- 
lar breed of chickens in this country;

more of them are found on the farms! 
than of any other breed. On special 
poultry farms the Leghorn is a very 
popular breed, while in the poultry; 
farming districts of Rhode Island the 
Rhode Island Reds are almost exclu- 
sively used. As a general utility fowl 
the Wyandottes are second in popu- 
larity to the Rocks, the white variety 
being the most popular. Their blocky, 
shape makes them an excellent breed 
for broilers, Like the Plymouth 
Rocks and Rhode Island Reds, they’ 
lay a brown egg. The Leghorns lay, 
a white egg, and in this respect ther 
have a slight advantage, as most 
markets prefer the white egg, though, 
there iş no difference in’ quality of: 
eggs with a brown or a White shel 


POINTERS IN POULTRY BREEDS 


Many Things to Be Considered in Se. 
lecting Pen of Chickens for 

Egg Production. * 

— . wt) airi 

In selecting a pen of fowls for egg’ 
and meat production there are sèt- 
eral points to be considered, outside, 
the question of breed. The most im- 
portant is the health and vitality ot; 
the fowla. The greatest problem ta; 
poultry keeping ió to keep up the’ 
strength and vigor of the stock. Some. 
of the principal things that produce 
weakness in the fowls are inbreeding, 
breeding from fowls that lack im 
health and vitality, impreper incube- 
tion and breodiag, unsuftable hous 
ing, too close confinement, unelean 
houses and yards, lack of proper food.’ 
Constitutional weakness is shown in 
various ways. Small size, lack of: 
breadth and depth of bedy, thin, wab- 
bly legs and knock knees, and shallow 
breast usually indicate lack of vigor. 
As to sise, it is a safe plan net to 
use any pure-breeds that do not come 
up to standard weights. A chicken 
may be purebred and lack in some of 
these things, It doesn't necessarily 
follow that because a chicken is pure- 
bred it is profitable to keep. In pur 
chasing be careful te select fowls hav- 
ing vigor, alertness and size. Better 
have a vigorous “mongrel” than a 
pure-breed lacking in stamina. 

One advantage of the pure-breeds 
is that the offspring are more uniform: 
in size and shape. Uniformity of 
product, whether of eggs or dressed 
chicken; has a market value. The 
barnyard fowl with a mixed ancestry 
will usually produce chickens of dif- 
ferent sizes and shapes, different col- 
or of skin and legs, and varying in 
quality of flesh. In such a flock one 
may have the size and characteristics 
of the egg breeds, another of the 
meat breeds, etc. The color and size 
of the egg will also vary. The main 
advantage of the pure-breeds is that 
you get a more uniform product from 
them than from the mixed fowls, The 
pure-breeds should lay more eggs 
than the “mongrelsa,” granting that 
they have equal stamina. Then, of 
course, the pure-breeds are more at- 
tractive in appearance than the mixed 
chickens, and as many people keep 
chickens both for pleasure and profit 
the uniformity in color and sbape of 
pure-breeds should be considered. On 
the whole, both for utility as well as 
fancy considerations, the pure-breeds 
have advantages over the mongrel 
fowls. The thing to be avolded, how- 
ever, is the. buying of chickens just 
because tify are pure-breeds, for 
there are “mongrel” pure-breeds so 
tar as. vigor and profit-making ca- 
pacity are concerned.

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Routo Established. Twenty Twonty Passongors First 
Trp. lncldents Of First Trip. 


One of the greatest achievements in 
the history of aerial navigation was 
accomplished when the first regular 
airehip passenger service was inaugu- 
tated by the Deutschland, the giant 
dirigible built after the Zeppelin 
model. With the veteran aeornant 
himself at the steering wheel the air- 
ship, carring twenty passengers trav- 
elled from Friedrichshafen, on Lake 
Constance, to this oity ‘a distance of 
three hundred miles in nine hours. 

The weather wal perteot and the 
motors worked faultiessly. The aver - 
are time maintained for the complete 
course was approximately 88 miles an 
hour, but the 1% miles between Fried- 
richahafen and Stuttgart were covered 
at an average rate of 41 miles an 
hour, The best speed for a single 
hour was 48 miles, 

Count Zeppelin was at the helm 
when the Dentshuland rose at Fried - 
riohshafen at three{o'olook this morn- 
ing and started on the trip that was 
to mark an epoch inthe aviation. 
The passengers included directors of 
the Hamburg American Steamship 
Company and the German Airship 
Stook Company joint owners of the 
dirigible and quests. They occupied 
the mahogany walled and carpet 
ed cabin situated between the gondo- 
las.. From the windows they viewed 
the scenery as the aerial car swept 
along. Count Zeppelin steered for 
the greater part of the distance 
There was no air stirring and the 
Deutschland made her way unhamp- 
ered throngh a flood of bright sun- 


shine. 
ls Greeted With Cheers. 


The hour and minute of the prob- 
able passing of the varions points had 
been bulletined ahead, o that not 
only the people of the cities on the 
line, who filled the streets, but the 
inhabitants of all the intermediate 
villages turned out and cheered en- 
thusiastically as the immense torpedo 
like structure with its whistling 
screws drove over their heads at a 
height of between two hundred and 

hree hundred feet 

The Deutschland swung gently into 
her landing here at noon and the mul - 
titude surrounding the landing yards 
shouted a welcome. The oity had 
been gayly decorated in honor of the 
event. The promoters of the enter- 
prise aud their guests were entertain- 
ed at a publio dinner. 

Count Zeppelin demonstrated the 
advantage of an air route in the seo- 
tion of the country traversed. The 
Duetschland cut the railroad time 
one third between Mannheim in four 
hours, where aa the railway express 
time is six hours. The shortest dis- 
tanoa between Mannheim and Dussel - 
dorf is approximately 136 miles, but 
the Duetsoland deviated «lightly from 
the straight line in order to pass over 
Ooblens and Cologne. The railway 
line takes a oircuitous route, running 
north east to Frankfort, then west to 
Bingen thence following in a general 
way the course of the River Rhine to 
Dusseldorf. 

The dimenslons of the Deutschland 
are: — Length, 485 feet; width, 46 feet. 
Its gan capacity 18 24,852 oubio yards, 
and it carries three motors having a 
total of 380 horse power. it was de- 
signed to maintain a speed of 85 miles 
an hour. Its lifting capacity is 44,000 
pounds, of which 11,000 poands cov- 
er the crew passengers and ex press. 
It is expected to be able to acoomplish 
a continuous trip of 700 miles. The 
airship was built after the Zeppelin

Roote Established. Twenty Twenty Passongors First 
Trip. incidents Of First Trip. , 


One of the greatest achievements in 
the history of aerial navigation was 
accomplished when the first regular 
alrehip passenger wervice wae.tnaugu- 
rated by the Deutschland, the giant 
dirigible built after the Zeppelin 
model. With the veteran acornaut 
himself at the steering wheel the air- 
ship, carring twenty passengers trav- 
elled from Friedrichshafen, on Lake 
Constance, to this city a distance of 
three hundred miles in nine hours. 

The weather was perteot and the 
motors worked faultlessly, The aver - 
age time maintained for the complete 
oourse was approximately 38 miles an 
hour, but the 1% miles between Fried- 
richshafen and Stuttgart were covered 
at an average rate of 41 miles an 
hour. The best speed for a single 
hour was 48% miles. 

Count Zeppelin was at the helm 
when the Dentshuland rose at Fried- 
riohshafen at three{o'clook this morn- 
ing and started on the trip that was 
to mark an epoch in the aviation. 
The passengers included directors of 
the Hamburg American Steamship 
Oompany and the German Airship 
Stook Company joint owners of the 
dirigible and guest. They odoupied 
the mahogany walled and carpet 
ed cabin sitaated between the gondo- 
lan. From the windows they viewed 
the scenery as the aerial car swept 
along. Count Zeppelin steered for 
the greater part of the distance 
There was no air stirring and the 
Deutschland made her way unhamp- 
ered throngh a flood of bright sun- 


shine, 
ls Greeted With Cheers. 

The hour and minute of the prob- 
able passing of the varions points had 
been dulletined ahead, o that not 
only the people of the cities on the 
line, who filled the streets, but the 
inhabitants of all the intermediate 
villages turned out and cheered en- 
thusiastically as the immense torpedo 
like structure with its whistling 
screws drove over their heads at a 
height of between two hundred and 

hree hundred feet 

The Deutschland swung gently into 
her landing here at noon and the mul- 
titude surrounding the landing yards 
shouted a weloome. The oity had 
been gayly decorated in honor of the 
event. The promoters of the enter- 
prise aud their guests were entertain- 
ed at a publio dinner. 

Connt Zeppelin demonstrated the 
advantage of an air route iu the seo- 
tion of the country traversed. The 
Duetschiand cat the railroad time 
one third between Mannheim in four 
hours, where as the railway express 
time is six hours. The shortest dis- 
tanoa between Mannheim and Dussel- 
darf is approximately 186 miles, but 
the Duetsoland deviated «lightly from 
the straight line in order to pass over 
Ooblens and Cologne. The railway 
line takes a oirouitous ronte, running 
north east to Frankfort, then west to 
Bingen thence following in a general 
way the course of the River Rhins to 
Dusseldorf. 

The dimensions of the Deutschland 
are :—Lenath, 485 feet; width, 46 feet. 
Its gas capacity 18 24.852 oubio yards, 
and it carries three motors having a 
total of 380 horse power. It was de- 
signed to maintain a speed of 85 miles 
an hour. Its lifting capacity is 44,000 
pounds, of which 11,000 poands cov- 
er the crew passengers and ex press. 
It is expected to be able to accompliah 
a continuous trip of 700 miles. The 
airship was built after the Zeppelin 
modal. The Uoant’s Zeppelin I. and 
Zeppelin II. met with disaster after 
performing some splandid feats. 

Regular trips will be made and many 
Tickets have already been sold for the 
first few days at from 825 to 850 each. 

The airship is equipped with a res- 
taurant which will supply the pas- 
sengers. with a buffet service auoh as 
is afforded on parlor or railroad tra ins

ANCESTORS

Although it is hard to trace the gen- 
ealogy of the immediate ancestors. of 
the two members of the Mudge family 
who came to this country from Eng- 
land in 1638, and in 1657, it is known 


that they belonged to the well Known 


family of that name first heard of to- 
ward the end of the fourteenth cen- 
tury. The name was then spelled 
Mugg, or Mugge;: but it was pro- 
nounced with a soft g. The speil- 
ing was later changed to its pres- 
ent form. In the long line of Mud- 
ges that lived and prospered in Eng- 
land, between 1400 and 1628, several 
clergymen were noteworthy; and 
since the family has been in this 
country, there have also been several 
well-known clergymen. 

The earliest settlers here were Jar- 
vis and Thomas, probably brothers, 
from England. Jarvis ia first men- 
tioned as a resident of New England 
in 1638, and Taumas about 20 years 
later. 


In 1640, Jarvis’s name is in the town 
records of Hartford, Conn. At a town 
meeting it was agreed by the com- 
mittee” which had previously been ap- 
pointed to look into the matter,” that 
there shall be sequestered to the use 
of Jarvis Mudge six acres of that 
ground, if the town shall admit him 
an inhabitant.” This “ground” was 
the land laid aside “to accommodate 
several poor men.” But either the 
town did not admit him as an in- 
habitant, or else the desire for change, 
which seems to have been one of his 
strongest traits, got the better of Jar- 
vis; for in 1644 he is heard of in 
Weathersfield. After 1649, when he 
married the widow of Abraham Elsing, 
he went to Pequot, now New London, 
Conn., which had just been settled. 

Jarvis died in 1653. His two chil- 
dren, Micah apd Moses, were born in 
New London, the former in 1650 and 
the latter in 1652. 

Micah’g brother, Moses moved to 
Oyster Bay, Long Island, when he was 
a child. There hë was & man of some 
importance. He was one of the 70 
freemen of the place who in 1678 
bought a strip of land from the In- 
dians “which runs from one great riv- 
er to the other.” 

Thomas Mudge supposed to be a 
brother of Jarvis, the firat settler, is 
heard of with his wife in Malden, in 
1657 where they were called as wit- 
nesses to an assault; and the next 


year they are heard of again in the 
same capacity. The recordg read: 
“Henry Sweneway servant of John 
Bunker is presented for Weins his 


Mudge 
late master Peter Tufts and his dame 
in blose and words. Witness Thomas 
Mudge and his wife\and others.“ Then 
follows: “the testimonie of Marie 
Mudg aged about thirtie afermeth that 
she being at Goodman Turfs of an 
errand Gudie Torfe and she hereing 
the Dine in the yard, we went out of 
the dore and his man had got up a 
great stone and held it upt to thro 
at his Master as I conseved, but 
when he sé me he threwe it downe; 
I further Testifie that I herd him call 
his master bas Rouge. 

Thomas was married and had sever- 
al children. One of fits descendants, 
Rev. Enoch Mudge, was the first 
native Methodist preacher of New 
England, 

No one will doubt after reading the 
following list that the Mudges were 
‘patriotic. In the King Philip war 
James Mudge was killed, and his 
brothers George John and Thomas 
fought. In the French and Indian war 
Captain Micah was with Wolf-at the 
surrender of Quebec. William Mudge 
lost the sight of one eye in the war 
and Samuel was kill. William also 
volunteered for the revolutiongry. war, 
and about fifteen other Mudgvs served 
as vates. Abraham was a sergeant, 
Josepha drummer, Hider Reuben and 
Rev. John were chaplains, and 
Jarvis was a first lieutenant. In the 
war of 1812 there were seven or eight 
privates, Nathaniel a commissary, and 
Joseph, Samuel and Amos, captains. 
In 1835 Lieutenant Robert, West, Point 
graduate, w; killed by Indians in 
Florida. About twenty of the family 
volunteered as privates in the civil 
war. John G. was a captain, William 
P, and Charles were lieutenants, the 
former killed at Lookout Mountain, 
Charlies R., killed at Gettysburg was a 
lieutenant colonel, as was Melvin, and 
Dr. Erskine Beatty Mudge was assist- 
ant surgeon in the navy.

INCE the destruction of the 
Khalifa’s power at the battle of 
Omdurman in 1898, an immense 
big-game country, which had 
been closed to Europeans for 
many years, has been opened 

upi A considerable number of Brit- 
ish aportsmen have availed them - 
selves of the opportunities which 
Lord Kitchener’s conquest has thus 
made possible, and have enjoyed 
some magnificent shooting; but, 
speaking generally, it may de 
said that for various reasons the 
Sudan has hitherto nof been so ta- 
vorite a fleld of sport and adventure 
as East Africa and other parts of the 
continent. At first, no doubt, the dif- 
ficulties of transport and the expense 
of an expedition beyond Khartoum 
prohibited all but the wealthiest gun- 
ners from trying their fortunes with 
‘the big game of the Upper Nile and 
the surrounding regions. The com- 
pletion of the railway system from 
Cairo to Khartoum has removed the 
chief difficulty of hunting in the 
Sudan country, and the sportsman 
starting from Cairo on Thursday now 
reaches Khartoum on the following 
Monday. «Sh UE 
The game animals to be found in 
the vartous regions now so readily 
attainable from, Ca Khartoum 
humber something like fitty species, 
of which, however, it is to be noted 
some are of very local distribution, 
while a few are completely protected. 
Among these latter are Grant's zebra 
(found in the Mongalla province), the 
Nubian wild ass and the ostrich. Black 
rhinoceros are now scarce in Kassala 
and Sennar, and may not be shot 
there. The shooting of giraffe is also 
discouraged in the Sudan regions, and 
the sportsman wishing to secure a 
specimen will have to pay £20 in ad- 
dition to the cost of his shooting li. 
cense. A full shooting license for all 
kinds of game costs £50; but it is to 
be remembered that here, as in other 
parts of Africa, only a limited num- 
ber of each species may be shot. If 
the gunner is not ambitious, he may 
at the small cost of £5 procure a “B” 
license which enables him to shoot 
hippopotamus, ibex, Barbary sheep, 
warthog, gazelles and the smaller an- 
telopes. In addition to those animals 
which have been mentioned, the list 
of game to be ob@ined in the regions 
opened up by the Sudan railway com- 
prises the following species: Ble- 
phant, found in Kassala, Sennar, the 
Upper Nile country, Mongalla, Bahr 
el Ghazal province and in southern 
Kordofan. The elephants found on 
the Upper Nile often carry enormous 
tusks, scaling upwards of one hundred 
pounds aptece, and are apparently the 
finest ivory producers in Africa, which 
la saying not a little. The white rhi- 
nocerous, for generations supposed to 
be found only in South Africa, where 
it is now all but extinct, has in recent 
years been discovered in the territory 
known as the Lado Enclave, on the 
west bank of the White Nile, for some 
time leased to the late King Leopold, 
but now about to form a part of Brit 
ish territory. Buffalo have much the 
same range as elephants, and are 
usually found not far away from wa- 
ter. Lion and leopard are not uncom- 
mon in the Upper Nile regions, wher- 
ever game is plentiful and water to 
be found. Cheetah are met with in 
various parts of the country, but from 
their shy and nocturnal habits are 
less: often seen than the last-named 
animals. Among other carnivora are 
to be noted striped and spotted hy- 
enas, hunting dogs, jackals, desert 
foxes, lynxes, servals and various 
wild cats; The antelopes to be found 
in the Sudan regions form a goodly 
list indeed. The noble eland roams 
in fair plenty in the great Bahr el 
Ghazal province, and is occasslonaly 
met with in Mongalla. This fs the 
splendid Derblan species (Taurotra- 
gus derbianus), which, first discov- 
ered many years ago in Senegambia, 
has in recent years been found so far 
to the east as the Bahr el Gharzal 
country. This eland carries the finest 
horns of any of the various races 
found in Africa, good examples meas- 
uring as much as thirty-nine and forty 
inches. The roan antelope is found 
in Kassals, Seunar and the White 
Nile, Bahr el Ghazal and Mongalla 
regions. Of the oryxes, the, oryx 
Beisa, so common in Bast Africa, is 
only found here and therein the east- 
ern limits of the. Soudan near the 
boundary of Erytrea, The leucoryx, 
or white oryx, Is a purely desert spec- 
ies, inhabiting thé waterless regiona 
of northern Kordofan and the coun- 
try west of Dongola, That curious an- 
telope, the addax, is another desert, 


loving and thirst-resisting species, also r 


found in the wastes of Kordofan and 
adjacent regions, These antelopes- are 
so seldom shot, by tS that it 


} 
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seems worth while undertaking a spe- 
cial expedition into the desert west 
of Dongola for-the purpose of securing 
trophies of such rare species. The 
kudu, one of the most splendid ante- 
lopes of Africa, whose grand spiral 
horns are always admirable to the 
collector, is found in Kassala, Sennar 
and Kordofan. 

As is to be expected, such waterlov. 
ing species as the water-bucks and 
reedbucks are well represented in the 
Upper Nile regions. The biggest of 
these is the handsome defassa water- 
buck (Cobus defassa typicus), which 
is abundant along most of the river 
courses, and is by no means a diffi- 
cult beast to bring to bag. The beau- 
tiful Mrs. Gray's water-buck, a rare 
and typical antelope, is found in the 
‘vast swamps of the White Nile and 
Bahr el Ghazal. For a generation, 
owing to the closing of the Sudan by 
the Mahdi, this species was quite un- 
known to British gunners. The white- 
eared kob is another lesser water- 
buck, frequenting the White Nile, Bahr 
el Zeraf and Bahr el Ghazal regions 
Other lesser water-bucks of these 

Countries fire the Uganda kob and 

aug ans kob. The Bohor reedbuck 
and the common reedbuck are also 
to be found in the Upper Nile country, 
the latter only In the Bahr el Ghazal 
province. The sitatynga, that singular 
waterantelope, rn Slá shelter in 
the vast reed-beds and swamps of the 
Upper Nile and Bahr el Ghazal. 
Among other antelopes found in the 
wide regions served by the Sudan 
government rallways and steamers 
are the harnessed and Abyssinian 
bushbucks, the klipspringer, oribi, 
Beira antelope, Abyssinian and blue 
duikers, and that diminutive creature, 
Salt’s dik-dik. Hippos are met with 
in most of the river systems. The 
Nubian ibex is to be found in the 
mountains along the Red Sea coast; 
while the fine Barbary sheep is met 
with sparingly in the desert hills of 
the northern Sudan, from the Red 
Sea province to Kordofap. Among the 
numerous gazelles inhabiting the Su- 
dan deserts are to be mentioned Soem- 
mering’s the Addra, Red-fronted, 
Rothschild's, Heuglin’s and the Doreas 
and Isabella species. Tho warthog is 
widely distributed, and the red bush- 
pig is found in the Bahr el Gharzal 
country. 

Here, then, U a goodly list of game 
animals for those spertamen desirous 
of trying their luck in the Sudan and 
Upper Nile regions. 


ABSURD FOODS IN DIETETICS 


A Man Eats What He Prefers, and 
That is All There is 
to It. 

It is high time that the sclence of 
dietetics should free itself of the 
horde of parasitic fads which have 
fastened themselves upon it. It is the 
black sheep in the flock of sctences 
which make up that greater science 
called “medicine,” and it has been 
under a cloud long enough. Nothing 
is too absurd to be advocated, from a 
diet of peanuts to one of raw meat, 
writes Charles E. Woodruff in the 
North American Review. For many 
years the rea) science of dietetics was 
content with a mere study of what 
people were eating in all walks of life 
in every part of the world. It was sad 
enough to have the illogical conclusion 
once thrust upon us that these dietar- 
les were necessarily correct, without 
regard to the results as to vigor and 
immunity from disease. Indeed, no 
one seemed to think that the coolie 
ate rice because it was the only thing 
he could get, and that he greedily ate 
better food whenever ke had a chance. 
When the real selentists took up the 
work of experimental diatetics, it was 
with keen expectation that the medical 
profession looked forward to enlight- 
enment—and the enlightenment we 
got was the new fad that .we eat too 
much of the thing of which we are 
built, a fad which will destroy a na- 
tlon as surely as it will destroy an 
army. Long before there was a “sci 
ence” of dietetics, Napoleon said that 
an army “travels on its stomach,” and 
every other man who has ever had the 
management of bodies of workers has 
sald that they work on their stomachs. 
And we can apply the same rule to the 
nation and to the whole race,

Best Liked reed of Chickens in Tia 
Country and More Found Than | 
Any Other. | 
— i 
There are mahy eta of the dif. 
ferent breeds of chickens. The differ- 
ence in varieties is one chiefly in 
colyr. This is especially true of the 
Leghorns, Plymouth Rocks, Wyan-' 
dottes and Rhode Island Reds. It 
may happen that the severe inbreed- 
ing which may have been necessary 
to produce some varieties have in- 
jured their utility or egg-laying quall-' 
tles, but as a general rule the differ- 
ence im varieties is a difference in 
color only. The white fowls present 
a slightly better appearance when 
dressed than fowls of dark plumage, 
but when in prime condition and. 
properly dressed the difference will, 
hardly be noticeable. 
As a whole, the Warred Plymouth. 
Rock is without doubt the most popu- 
lar breed of chickens in this country;

more of them are found on the tarma’ 
than of any other breed. On special 
poultry farms the Leghorn is a very 
popular breed, while in the poultry; 
farming districts of Rhode Island the 
Rhode Island Reds are almost exclu- 
sively used. As a general utility fowl 
the Wyandottes are second in popu- 
larity to the Rocks, the white variety 
being the most popular. Their blocky, 
shape makes them an excellent breed 
for broilers. Like the Plymouth 
Rocks and Rhode Island Reds, they 
lay a brown egg. The Leghorns lay; 
a white egg, and in this respect they 
have a slight advantage, as most 
markets prefer the white egg, though, 
there is no difference ja quality of 
eges with a brown or a white ,

POINTERS IN POULTRY BREEDS 


Many Things to Be Considered in Se. 
lecting Pen of Chickens for 

Egg Production. * 

— nl 

In selecting a pen ot fowls for o 
and meat production there are sew. 
eral points to be considered, outside, 
the question of breed. The most im- 
portant is the health and vitality ot 
the fowls. The greatest problem ta) 
poultry keeping is to keep up the’ 
strength and vigor of the stock. Some. 
of the principal things that produce 
weakness in-the fowls are inbreeding, 
breeding from fowls that lack im 
health and vitality, impreper incube- 
tion and breofiag, unsuitable hous 
ing, too close confinement, unelean 
houses and yards, lack of proper food. 
Constitutional weakness is shown in. 
various ways. Small size, lack of 
breadth and depth of bedy, thin, wab- 
bly legs and knock knees, and shallow 
breast usually indicate lack of vigor. 
As to sise, it is a safe plan net to 
use any pure-breeda that do not come 
up to standard weights. A chicken 
may be pure-bred and lack in some of 
these things, It doesn’t necessarily 
follow that because a chicken is pure- 
bred it is profitable to keep. In pur- 
chasing be careful te select fowls hav-- 
ing vigor, alertmess and size. Better 
have a vigorous “mongrel” than a 
pure-breed lacking in stamina. 

One advantage of the pure-breeds 
ia that the offspring are more uniform: 
in size and shape. Uniformity of 
product, whether of eggs or dressed 
chicken, has à market value. The 
barnyard fowl with a mixed ancestry 
will usually produce chickens of dif- 
ferent sizes and shapes, different col- 
or of skin and legs, and varying m 
quality of flesh. In such a flock one 
may have the size and characteristics 
of the egg breeds, another of the 
meat breeds, etc. The color and size 
of the egg will also vary. The main 
advantage of the pureébreeds is that 
you get a more uniform product from 
them than from the mixed fowls. The 
pure-breeds should lay more eggs 
than the mongrels,“ granting that 
they have equal stamina. Then, of 
course, the pure-breeds are more at- 
tractive in appearance than the mixed 
chickens, and as many people keep 
chickens both for pleasure and profit 
the uniformity in color and shape of 
pure-breeds should be considered. On 
the whole, both for utility as well as 
fancy censiderations, the pure-breeds 
have advantages over the mongrel 
fowls. The thing to be avoided, how- 
ever, is the buying of chickens just 
because y are pure-breeds, for 
there are “mongrel” pure-breeds BO 
far as vigor and profitmaking ca- 
pacity are concerned. 


Feed for Small Hens. ` 
Admirers of the smaller breeds pay’ 
they eat but about half as much as 
the larger breeds, but if a hen is an 
every day layer she must have enough 
feed to make the eggs, so don’t think 
because the hen is smal} ahe won't 
need much feed,

Sunbonnets and Aprons to Be Features 
of Her Wearing Apparel—Prettl - 
est Way in Which Pinafore 
May Be Made. 


Sunbonnets and aprons are much 
shown for little girls’ country wear, 
and surely no trappings could be 
sweeter, The most inexpensive of the 
bonnets are in the wash ginghams, 
lawns, percales, and dotted muslins 
used this many a year, but the shape 
of the bonnet now borders on the squat 
lines of some of the automobile hoods. 

Some scoops of corded chambray, In 
pale blue, pink or corn color, had 
fulled-in' round crowns of the plain 
goods, projecting in a slight puff 
around the scoop, and without a sign 
of a tail. More conventional styles 
show the tall in varying lengths, but 
for the scoop to be becoming it is im- 
possible for it to cover the face too 
much. Pleasing features of some of 
the dotted muslin bonnets are a pink 
muslin lining and pink ribbon rosettes 
holding the join of the strings to the 
headpiece. 

The wash sunbonnets will be worn 
with play frocks and the finer ones 
with the best bib and tucker. With 
a few exceptions, they are designed 


entirely for children under six. 


The aprons also include models for 
every-day and dress-up use, for some 
of the daintier muslin ones, cut low- 
necked and short-sleeved, and with 
ribbon bows and lace edges, make fine 
enough tunics for silk frocks. 

But it is the pinafore for practical 
wear which is, after all, the most ap- 
pealing, for many a mother who can- 
not afford her daughter many changes 
finds it indispensable for neatness. 
Brown holland is by all odds the 
smartest pinafore material for this 
use, but this may be in either a fine or 
coarse weave, and show a pretty her- 
ringboning at collar and cuffs or be 
plainly stitched.
